troops of ‘Tippoo being twice repulfzd, and 2000 
men killed, he peremptorily ordered: his forces to 
advance a third time, fword in hand ; but they, in- 
ftead of obeying his commands, turned fuddenly up- 
on him, fired, and mortally wounded him. He 
was carried to Seringapatam, where he died. His 
fon, an infant, fucceeded him, and Cumrordien 
Cawn, was declared Regent. This arrangement 
was oppofed by Hyder’s furviving fon, and it was 
reported at Madras, that Hyder’s fon and Cumror- 
dien were both flain. By the death of Tippoo, our 
countrymen, who were detained in Myfore in vio- 
lation of the late treaty, will certainly be relieved 
from their mifery ; nor will the Company have caufe 
to regret the fate of this barbarous tyrant, who was 
always a determined friend to the French.

Thurfday, a cafe of importance to the fitheries 
of this country, in which Edward Burrows, Efq; 
Collector of the Cuftoms at Port Glafgow, was 
plaintiff, and Archibald Macaufland and Company 
merchants in Greenock, were defendants, was de. 
termined in the Court of Exchequer. 

This a@ion was brought by way of Information 
of Seizure, at the inftance of the plaintiff, and con- 
fifted of two counts.

The matter, 
therefore, landed his falt and cafk at Killibegs in 
Ireland, left it with Archibald Muir a partner of 
the Company, and proceeded on a coafting voyage. 
Muir, with two fmall boats belonging to the Com. 
pany, and navigated by Britith feamen, caught acon. 
fiderable quantity of herrings, and employed part of 
the falt in curing them; and with the remainder of 
the falt he cured herrings purchafed from Irith f. 
fhermev. ‘In the month of February following, he: 
fhipped the herrings then caught and purchafed, in 
the floop Janet for Greenock, at which port they 
were feized, notwithftanding the owner offered to 
make oath, that they were cured with the identicat 
falt thipped per the Lilly. 

The proof on the part of the plaintiff being clo- 
fed, the Court confidered the defendants caufe as 
fo very clear, that they thought it unneceffary that 
any of the witneffes on their part fhould be called. 

The Hon. Henry Erfkine then addreffed the Ju- 
ry ina very animated fpeech, and informed them, 
that as the firft count in the information had’ been 
given up by the counfel for the plaintiff, the onl 
thing left for their confideration was, whether his 
clients had complied, fo far as in their power, with 
the ftatute 2. and 3. of Queen Anne, which left 
the proof of the herrings being falred with Britith 
falt entirely to the oath of the owner or proprietor. 
This, Mr Erfkine faid, the defendants had certains 
ly done ; for though it was very true, that the oath 
had not actually been taken, yet they had done what 
was equivalent to it; they had offered to take it, 
and had fotmally protefted againft the plaintiff for 
refufing to allow them. The proteft was produced 
‘Mr Erfkine eon- 
cluded with hoping, that the Jury would have ne 
difficulty in finding a verdiét for the defendants. 

The Lord Advocate followed Mr Erfkine on the 
part of the plaintiff, and contended, that the defend- 
ants had not only not taken the oath, but that they 
could not have taken it without being perjured, and 
that the plaintiff was therefore juttified in refufing to 
allow them. His Lordthip hoped the Jury would 
fee fufficient reafon, upon the whole merits of the 
caufe, to return a verdict for the plaintiff. ‘ 

The Lord Chief Baron then addreffed the Jury
